Channel Designed to 
Avert Future Flood 
Damage—Huge Earth- 
en Plug Blown Out.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Oct 4—An 
earth-shaking blast changed the 
ceurse of the restless Missouri 
river here today, in a $2,000,000 
man-made correction of last 
April’s record flood. 

It was by far the biggest 
planned shifting of the river’s 
channel ever carried out, and one 
of the biggest things of its kind 
ever done in America. It was done 
under the need for haste to avoid 
future damage by the stream. 

The carefully-designed new 
channel, paralleling a rough one 
cut by the Missouri in April, will 
shorten the river here by six and 
a half miles. It eliminates a long, 
tortuous “S” curve that winds 


around St. Joseph’s municipal 
airport, Rosecrans Field, and 
leaves the airport on the “Kansas 
side” of the river. However, un- 
der a 1950 interstate compact ap- 
proved by Congress, the airport 
site continues to belong to Mis-

Chairman Porter Hardy (Dem.), 
Virginia, said the group found 
“progress and accomplishments as 
well as deficiencies” in its sur- 
vey. He also praised the speed 
with which some projects were 
completed.

About 2800 persons have checks 
totaling approximately $70,000 in 
1951 federal incorhe tax refunds 
awaiting them at the office of the 
St. Louis Collector of Internal 


Revenue, following unsuccessful 
attempts to mail the checks,-Col- 
lector Donald Gunp announced 
yesterday. 

He made public the names of 
200 persons who have checks due 
hem. An additional installment 
of names is to be published each 
day until the entire list of 2800 
has been made public, except the 
relatively few whose refunds are 
less than $1. 

Refunds range from 4 cents up 
to $400. They average about $24 
each. About 200 are for more 
than $100 each. Amounts of in- 
dividual refunds were not dis- 
closed. 

Persons claiming refunds of 
more than $200 are not listed 
generally. In such cases, the col- 
lector’s office usually has held 
up the return for auditing before 
mailing a check. 

Procedure in Refunds. 

Persons on the list are asked 
to go to room 823 of the Federal 
building, Twelfth boulevard and 
Market street, identify them- 
selves and sign requests that the 
checks be sent to their current 
addresses. Personal documents 
will be helpful in identification, 
and, where necessary, filed tax 
returns will be examined for com- 
parison of signatures. 

As an alternative, persons on 
the list may write to the Collec- 
tor of Internal Revenue, St. Louis, 
and obtain the reqtest form by 
mail. The form must be signed 
by both parties in cases of joint 
returns.

Mrs. Smith, a daughter of Gen. 
Walter Krueger, retired former 
commander of the Sixth Army, 
is under observation in an Army 
hospital. They were married in 
1934 at Jefferson Barracks, St. 
Louis, where Gen. Krueger, then 
a colonel, was post commander 
and Smith was a lieutenant in 
the Sixth Infantry Regiment. 


Official Announcement. 


The official announcement said 
simply that Smith had died from 
a knife wound “allegedly inflicted 
by his wife, Mrs. Dorothy Smith,” 
in their home in Washington 
Heights, a residential area where 
officers and civilians of the Far 
Eastern Command live. 


While the Army refused to dis- 
close any details, it was reported 
that Smith was stabbed in the 
right side as he lay in bed. A 
maid in the house said she was 
sleeping at the time and knew 
Nothing about the tragedy. 


It was stated by the Army Pub- 
lic Information Office that any 
action resulting from the investi- 
gation “such as a possible trial,” 
will be conducted by the military 
authorities, in accordance with 
the Articles of War and an admin- 
istrative agreement with Japan, 


Authorities at the hospital to 
which Mrs. Smith was taken said 
she may “be undef observation 
some _ time.”

hower. I know that he believes 
in the basic principles that I be- 
lieve in, I am glad to assure you 
that if Ike is elected, we will 
have the kind of Republican ad- 
ministration in which I believe.” 

Stevenson’s attack on the “mur- 
derer’s row” Republicans was 
given weight by a quotation from 
Woodrow Wilson, who once said 
“I know not how better to de- 
scribe ous form of Government in 


a single phrase than by calling, 


it a government by the chairmen 
of the standing committees of 
Congréss.” 

The men Stevenson mentioned 
would not automatically become 
chairmen of the committees if 
Eisenhower is elected, They 
would become chairmen only if 
the Republicans won a majority 
of the Senate seats. A vote for 
Eisenhower would, however, con- 
tribute to an overall Republican 
victory, 

From time to time, said Steven- 
son, Eisenhower “has professed 
an amiable interest in the gen- 
eral welfare but in hard fact he 
seems to have embraced or been 
embraced by the most reckless 
| ond embittered wing of his party 
men who have fought at every 
step along the way against our 
national agreement on the great 
questions at home and abroad. 

‘Does General Know Friends?’ 

“Does not the General know who 
his new best friends are? If no 
one in the party Is going to edu- 
cate him about the facts of po- 
litical life I think its high time 
someone in the Democratic party 
began his education.” 

He said that farmers, workers 
and others who know the record 
should “beware” because the 
“dominant wing of the Republi- 
can party has captured the candi- 
date and will even torpedo your 
foreign policy.” 

“With do-nothing, care-nothing, 
mindless mumbo-jumbo” he went 
on “they will let America and 
the world slide into depression.

Many of Ike’s personal and political friends 
share the presidential candidate’s disgust 
with McCarthy. Recently Paul G. Hoffman, 
now head of the Ferd Foundation, gave a 
deposition in the libel suit McCarthy has 
brought against Senator William Benton of 
Connecticut. 


Hoffman's attention was called to McCar- 
thy’s charge that Gen. Marshall was “the 
principal person guilty” of an alleged Com- 
munist conspiracy against this country. 

“I consider the charges fantastically false,” 
Hoffman declared, for the record. 

In most intemperate language, Senator Mc- 
Carthy has spoken of Gen. Marshall as a 
“mysterious, powerful” figure in ‘a conspir- 
acy of infamy...” 

Nevertheless, Eisenhower gave McCarthy 

a qualified indorsement yesterday and ac- 

cepted him as a member of the Republican 

“team” which he says he will need in 

Washington. 


This decision undoubtedly reflected the ad- 
vice of the practical politicians that a candi- 
date’s No. 1 problem is to get elected, no 
matter what concession must be made to per- 
sonal pride and dignity. 

Eisenhower's concessions to the demands 
of practical politics have given rise to reports 
that some of the men who were most active 
for him before Chicago are (1) voluntarily 
withdrawing from the campaign or (2) are be- 
ing jockeyed into places of little importance.

THE PRESENT STATUS of European Fed- 
eration has been wildly confused by recent 
events at Strasbourg, home of the Council of 
Europe. 

It is briefly this: 

The Assembly of the new Coal and Steel 
Community, which includes representatives of 
the six, recently met in Strasbourg and 
elected Paul-Henri Spaak, arch-priest of 
European federation, as its president. 

It immediately decided to forge ahead with 
the organization of a European Political Com- 
munity and appointed an 87-man ad hoc 
assembly to draft a constitution for the new 
community with a deadline of March 10, 1953. 

It is assumed that the European Defense 
Community Treaty will have been ratified by 
March 10, 1953.. In this case, the draft con- 
stitution will be handed over to the EDC 
assembly, which is charged by the EDC treaty 
with the job of promoting federation among 
the six. 

The constitution will have to be .approved 


| by the six federating governments but this 


should be easy because its drafting is being 
done largely by ministers representing the six 
governments, It will then have to be ratified 
by the six parliaments, a more difficult 
matter. 

Just what “federation” will amount to is 
not very clear at this date. Many serious 
Europeans think it should not go beyond 
two types of economic and military co- 
operation envisaged by the Coal and Steel 
Community and the European Defense 
Community. 


They do not think that the time has arrived 
even for a full-fledged customs union. The 
enthusiasts are talking about such things as a 
single “European Ministry of Foreign Affairs” 
and a single European currency. In fact, the 
new federation-of the six European nations 
probably will be lucky if they can put the new 
Coal and Steel Commurfity and the European 
Defense Community plans into effective 
operation. 

Any European federation involves a host of 
schemes now in force or contemplated. In 
addition to the Coal and Steel Community 


_and the European Defense Community—each 
with its own assembly—there is the Council 


of Europe Consultative Assembly, a body 
which can only make recommendations to 
the Council of Europe’s committee of minis- 
ters. In addition there is the ad hoc assembly 
which is supposed to draft a treaty creating a 
European Political Community. 

And eventually, of course, there is talk of 
a European Parliament.

The 
transcript shows that he in effect volunteered 
his judgment that the two World War II allies 
could continue to be friendly. He was asked 
about future possible enemies of this country. 
In replying, he said: 


Russia has not the slightest thing to gain 
by-a struggle with the United States. There 
is no one thing, I believe, that guides the 
policy of Russia more today than to keep 
friendship with the United States. 


I believe Russia's policy is friendship with 
the United States. There is in Russia a 
desperate and continuing concern for the 
lot of the common man and they want to 
be friends with the United States. 


That considered judgment by the Allied Su- 
preme Commander, soon to be first postwar 
Army Chief of Staff, naturally influenced many 
people both in Washington and all over the 
country. We do not think for a minute that 
Gen. Eisenhower deliberately misled the nation. 
It was just a case of being wrong in his judg- 
ment. 

Why does the General not admit it today? 
He would gain immeasurably in the estimation 
of many thousands of voters if he would do just 
that. Instead he devoted most of his time in 
Wisconsin to attacking Gov. Stevenson and the 
Administration for the “illusion” and the “‘be- 
trayal.” Indeed, he placed that worst of all 
words, “treason,” very close to the White House 
door.» What he said was that the Communist 
infiltration “meant—in its most ugly triumph— 
treason itself.” , 

What precise act or situation did Gen. Eisen- 
hower have in mind? He should have made 
himself crystal clear. To use the word “treason” 
and not to apply it to a specific act of betrayal 
is to adopt the method of Senator McCarthy 
whose guest Gen. Eisenhower was on his Wis- 
consin whistle stops. 

To his credit the General did say at Mil- 
waukee that “to defend freedom is—first of all 
—to respect freedom,” that “the right to chal- 
lenge a man’s judgment carries with it no auto- 
matic right to question his honor.” In other 
Wisconsin speeches he referred in general terms 
to his “differences” with Senator McCarthy's 
methods, though he never stated specifically 
what they were. Then he destroyed the value 
of these words by calling for the re-election of 
Senator McCarthy, who slandered Gen, Eisen- 
hower’s friend and military benefactor, Gen. 
George C. Marshall, as “a man steeped in false- 
hood, who had recourse to the lie whenever it 
suits his convenience.” 

After Gen. Eisenhower's indorsement Sept. 9 
of Senator Jenner of Indiana, who called Gen. 
Marshall “a living lie,” there was no doubt that 
the G.O.P. nominee would eventually embrace 
McCarthy, too. Now he has gone all the way. 
In doing so, he has still further disappointed 
many independent voters who had looked to 
Gen. Eisenhower as a man who, because he was 
not a professional politician, would stand above 
political deals and sordid attachments for the 
sake of expediency. 

Gen. Eisenhower must be relieved to know 
that his day in Wisconsin is behind him. Count- 
less friends will wish that his record could be 
cleansed of it. But there it is—fcr always. 
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As to Colorado Pete 


Colorado Pete, over which name an olde ballad 
is contributed to our verse column today, is the 
nom de plume of a veteran scholar in one of 
America’s leading universities. He is not, as it 
happens, a resident of Colorado, although he, 
along with Gen. Eisenhower, is an admirer of 
the Rocky Mountain State. Neither is he a 
member of the faculty of Columbia University, 
New York, which Gen. Eisenhower officially 
heads, and among whom there is very strong 
sentiment for Gov. Stevenson. To this informa- 
tion about Colorado Pete, we add only that in 
the quarter-century he has been known to the 
Post-Dispatch never have we heard the slightest 
question as to his loyalty to the Constitution. In 
short, we suggest that congressional invéstigators 
waste no time in attempting to track him down.

' After Daylight Saving 

This season of the autumnal equinox is the 
time when you notice how the days draw in. 
The turn of the .year comes with an over- 
dramatic emphasis because of the end of day- 
light saving time. Where little more than a 
week ago you still went home to a drink on the 
terrace, the evening drive now begins to be a 
drive into the shadows of the night. 

For many writers, this always has been a time 
of sadness. Aldous Huxley once exclaimed: 
“How much of the world’s most moving poetry 
is nothing but a variation on the theme of this 
in-drawing day! The certainty of death has in- 
spired more poetry than the hope of immor- 
tality.” Writing in 1923, he said: “Of late I 
have found myself incapable of enjoying any 
poetry whose inspiration is not despair and 
melancholy. Why, I hardly know. Perhaps it 
is due to the chronic horror of the political 
situation.” If there was truth in that in 1923, 
what's to be said in 1952? : 

This pessimism is of long standing among cer- 
tain of the literati. We think of the Elizabethan 
Age as an era of glamor and glory. Not so the 
Elizabethans. They were sure that they. lived 
in an age of decadence and deoline. Fulke 
Greville, Lord Brooke, was sure that statesmen 
could stave off only a little longer the final, in- 
evitable catastrophe. He and his fellows were 
really victims of the in-drawing day. 

But for the Elizabethans at least things were 
not quite as bad as they appeared through the 
autumnal evening mists. And.even for us there 
are the other hours of the Indian summer day, 


- hours full of bronze and golden leaves, sharp 


cerulean skies, and all the flashing lapidary 
colors of the persisting garden zinnias. They are 
days full of pleasant, relaxing chores; raking 
and burning leaves, loosening the soil around 
shrubs and hedges, pruning away rash growth 


and a tidying up after the summer’s 
lushness. are jobs that remind you that 
the politicians are the few and not the many, 
that the real business of living is far. from the 
Actually, the autumn air is tonic, a quicken- 
ing against oppressive circumstances with which 
one may not cope in the summer’s heat. Little 
wonder that many reckon the autumn as the 
year’s true beginning. As for the rest, the 
pessimistic writers of course excluded, they may 
agree with Coleridge: 

Why is it that so many of us persist in 
thinking that autumn is a sad season? WNa- 
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Senator Sparkman’s Financial Report 

Senator Sparkman has now followed Gov- 
ernor Stevenson's lead in making public his in- 
come tax returns. His disclosure is not as com- 
plete as the Governor’s because it covers eight 
years instead of 10 and is based on state rather 
than federal returns for four of these years. 
His report shows an income of $89,497 for eight

The Democratic vice presidential nominee did 
not publish his federal returns for 1948 to 1951 
because in those years he filed a joint return 
with his wife.

As things stand, both Gov. Stevenson and 
Senator Sparkman have now given a far more 
complete financial statement than Senator Nixon 
did. Unless the Republican nominees match 
that performance, will it not, in Senator Nixon's 
logic, “be an admission that they have some- 
thing to hide’’? 
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Two Good Men 


St. Louis voters would be fortunate if all 
their November election choices were com- 
parable to the race for Circuit Attorney. For 
both candidates are good candidates. 

Edward L. Dowd, the Democratic nominee, !s 
well known here. He served as Assistant Circuit 
Attorney and later as acting Circuit Attorney. 
He directed prosecution of major cases and was 
a hard-hitting trial lawyer. He brought a vigor 
into his work which the office had not often had 
before. 

Despite this record, Dowd was passed over by 
Gov. Smith when the late Circuit Attorney, 
James W. Griffin, died. But he entered the 
primary race against Circuit Attorney Thomas 
E. Dowling, Gov. Smith’s appointee, and beat 
down the Callanan machine’s candidate with an 
astonishing plurality of votes. 

The Republican candidate is George J. Gross. 
As was Dowd, Gross was an FBI agent. Gross 
worked on many famous cases, once shot down 
the Dillinger lieutenant, Eddie Green, and was 
commended by J. Edgar Hoover for his work on 
another case. Since 1934 Gross has been an 
attorney here, and this is the first time he has 
sought public office. 

The record of each man speaks for energetic 
law enforcement. They have barely begun their 
campaigns. If there is a difference between 
them now other than politics, it is in the expe- 
rience in office of the younger man, Edward 
Dowd. He has already proved that he can 
handle the importart office of Circuit Attorney 
and handle it well. 
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Wood River’s Opportunity 

Wood River becomes on Tuesday the first city 
in Madison or St. Clair county to vote on the 
city manager plan of municipal government un- 
der the new enabling act of the Illinois Legis- 
lature. The issue has been hotly contested and 
the outcome presumably is uncertain. 

A few basic facts may help undecided resi- 
dents among Wood River's 10,000 people decide 
how they will vote. 

First, there is nothing new or experimental 
about the city manager plan, It was instituted 
in Staunton, Va., in 1908. It began to attract 
the attention of students of municipal govern- 
ment generally after its adoption at Dayton, O., 
in 1914, following Dayton’s flood emergency. 

Second, although there are approximately 1000 
communities enjoying the economy and effi- 


_ ciency of professional administration of city af- 


fairs’ from Maine to California, it was not until 
last year that the politicians in Illinois Legisla- 
ture could be persuaded to pass an enabling act 
authorizing a vote on the plan in Illinois cities. 

Third, since the enabling act became effective, 
Peoria, which is Illinois’s second largest city, 
plus Bloomington, Mount Vernon, Rock Island, 
Woodstock and East Moline have adopted the 
pian. It has been defeated in Galesburg, Spring- 
field, Olney, Quincy and Bushnell. This is 6 to 
5 in favor of the plan, a high measure of success 
since oldline city hall politicians invariably op- 
pose the city manager idea and often defeat it 
the first time it is voted on. 

Fourth, Missouri has many city manager com- 
munities, including University City, which are 
quite pleased with the way it operates, take in- 
terest in it and so make it a success. Brook- 
field, up in Linn county, adopted the plan and 
called in a fulltime city manager in 1946. Last 
August a few diehard critics required the issue 
to be voted on again. The people of Brookfield 
voted 1255 to 682 to keep it. 

Wood River has the opportunity to become the 
laboratory for better city government throughout 
the populous metropolitan area on the Illinois 
side of the Mississippi. 
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That Saturation Plan 

One question bothers us about the reported 
Republican plan to saturate key areas with radio 
and television announcements just before the 
election.

It is easiest to blame the President and his party, says British 
periodical; but Congress and business share in the guilt, and, in the 
end, all Americans who advertise dishonestly, fix parking tickets, 
or argue that it’s expensive or useless to be honest these days.

Whether the corruption {ssue is going to 
figure prominently in the forthcoming 
presidential elections in the United States 
is a question to which the political prog- 
nosticators tend to return either a clear- 
cut “Yes” or a clear-cut “No,” depending 
on their party affiliations and sympathies. 


Those who talk: about it publicly—the 
politicians, the press and the radio orators 
—have slipped into a sort of tacit agree- 
ment that the phrase applies to wrong- 
doing for personal profit by officials of 
the present Democratic Administration. 


Only in exceptional cases does anybody 
point out that if any substantial number 
of Federal Government employes has 
been infected by corrupt practices, the 
disease is most un- 
likely to be occurring 
in a moral vacuum 
that has somehow 
been created in gov- 
ernment offices 
alone, 


The President 
bears a clear respon- 
sibility for the be- 
havior of those whom 
he has appointed to 
posts in the execu- 
tive branch of the 
Government. It 
would be a far more 
complicated thing to 
try to demonstrate 
just who should be brought to judgment 
for corruption in, say, the Congress, or 
the ranks of what is imprecisely called 
“business.”

When Congressmen Padded Payrolls 


The attack has been upon Mr. Truman’s 
Administration; and though no good reason 
has yet been produced for doubting that, 
as the President has said, the vast major- 
ity of government employes are honest 
people trying to do their duty, it is beyond 
dispute that some unlovely behavior 
among officials has been brought to light. 


It is still true, however, that the charges 
of corruption have been leveled at those 
of lower rank and appear to have involved 
lesser depredations than in the famous 
scandals of the past. 


It has been the probing committees of 
the Congress that have exposed most of 
the suggestions of wrongdoing by em- 


ployes in agencies run by the Administra- . 


tion. The Congress at this politically fa- 
vorable moment is playing the honorable 
and popular role of prosecutor: It has not 
always been as favorably placed. 


Within the last three years one Con- 
gressman has been sent to prison for 
accepting money from the operators of a 
munitions business in return for favors 
he secured for them from the War De- 
partment: a second has been convicted 
of collecting pay from the government 
in respect of persons he had frandulently 
represented as bona-fide employes, and a 
third has lost an appeal against a convic- 
tion for taking illegal “election campaign 
contributions” from an employe. 


It is a little over two years ago that a 
news agency, recalling that each Congress- 
man was allowed up to $20,000 a year to 
spend on office assistance ‘in addition 
to his salary of $12,500 and his annual 
tax-free $2500 for expenses), had the curi- 


ositvy to examine the lists of office em- 
ployes and found that 90 Congressmen 
had placed a relative—most often a wife— 
or more than one relative on their pay- 
rolls. 


At this moment. too. not very much 
is being said in criticism of business. It 
has been abundantly clear from much of 
the testimony the congressional commit- 
tees have heard that the federAl officials 
under fire were usually men who had 
been unable to resist the handsome bribes 
offered by business firms, sometimes firms 
with what have been regarded as highly 
reputable names. 


Many months of headlines, millions of 
words of testimony and reports have now 
satisfied a large part of the American 
people that there is much corruption in 
the Government (meaning in the party in 
power). And several persuasive explana- 
tions of how it has come about have been 
offered. 


156,000,000 Are Responsible 


The most charitable {s that something 
of the sort is inevitable at a time when 
the Government is spending money on 
such a scale as rearmament and foreign 
aid are now dictating. 


The least charitable explanation is that 
the corruption is mainly a result of Mr. 
Truman’s system of appointing mediocre 
people to big jobs, and then taking the 
view that loyalty requires him to defend 
and retain them while they dispense pat- 
ronage to, and allow themselves to be 
bamboozled by, a still greater number of 
mediocrities in lesser jobs. 


It would be very hard to get a hearing 
for the more complicated truth that the 
whole responsibility for Bh os gc in 
America, a nation of 156,000,000 people, 
cannot rest on 2,000,000 federal employes, 
or even on the Administration which con- 
trols them. 


It would be hard to make it plain that 
the whole nation has a responsibility and 
that the true reasons for the slackening 
of moral standards which has made so 


many Americans so uneasy will not be . 


found in the behavior of some government 
officials, but will merely be reflected 
there, 


Requirement for Reform 


Not many popularity contests will be 
‘won by a politician who invites the voters 
to consider whether the standards of be- 
havior in business, as distinct from the 
standards in personal relationships, which 
have been set since America’s industrial 
beginning, have been all they should be. 


An election year during a cold war is 
unlikely to be the most promising time 
to preach the doctrine that whatever cor- 
ruption there is can most profitably be 
considered the collective fault of every 
voter and every office-holder together— 
a product of every slightly dishonest ad- 
vertisement, every “fixed” parking ticket, 
every railway carriage argument that “you 
can’t afford to be honest these days” and 
“what’s the use anyway?” Yet anyone who 
did preach thus could end his sermon on 
a note of hope. 


He could point out the essential require- 
ment for reform is that an evil should be 
widely ized.

HEN one reads the 
W victimes Potiock letters or 

the communiques between 
Prof. Laski and his erudite 
friends in America, one occa- 
sionally has the feeling that the 
letter writers were thinking 
more of posterity than of the 
recipient of the letter. This 
ambivalence never bothered the 
average folks who rushed to 
California .a century ago in 
quest of gold, new land or 
escape from nagging wives and 
families. 

Surely E. H. Perry, formerly 
of St. Joseph, Mo., had no eye 
on history when he wrote to 
his friends back home that “liv- 
ing is high, $12 a week, and all 
things else in proportion, except 
clothing, which can be had on 
fair terms.” And D. H. Moss 
was merely writing for the mo- 
ment when he told his family 
in Paris, Mo., that the big hotel 
in Sacramento in *49 was known 
as the St. Louis Exchange and 
rented out for $1000 a month.

OING through these letters 

penned by the men and 

women who made the back- 
breaking and heart-aching trek 
across the continent, the read- 
er is impressed by the fact that 
nearly every other person 
seemed to have come from Mis- 
souri. One is led to believe 
that the migration either 
emptied out Missouri or that 
folks from Missouri were par- 
ticularly facile with the quill.

Capt. Waldo wrote to the St. 
Joseph Adventure in 1850 that 
one-fourth of the emigrants 
were on foot. These people 
were “reduced to the necessity 
of subsisting on the putrefied 
flesh of such dead animals as 
so abundantly line the road. 
This has produced the most 
fatal consequences, Disease and 
death are now mowing them 
down by hundreds.” 

And Capt, Waldo closed with 
a plea that bread be sent to 
these starving wanderers. Did 
bread come? We do not know, 
but graves dotted the ruts 
which led to Caligornia in the 
period before the coming of 
the Overland Limited and the 
Super-Chief.

HE glare of publicity and 

best-sellerdom seems about 

to engulf a small but high- 
ly provocative book called 
ARE THESE OUR DOCTORS? 
due from Frederick Fell on 
October 20: The author is EV- 
ELYN BARKINS, author of 
three humorous books and wife 
of a Scarsdale, N.Y. surgeon. 
Her new book is far from 
humorous.

In the A.H.L. Pittsburgh 
depends almost entirely upon To- 
ronto of the big league for its 
players, Hershey gets its person- 
nel from Boston, and Buffalo has 
a tie-up with Montreal.

Blacky will be going into 

hibernation in another four or 
five weeks. Joining Blacky for 
a rest throughout the cold win- 
ter months will be the drive-in 
motion picture theater where the 
bear makes its home, and the six 
other drive-ins in St. Louis coun- 
ty. Like Blacky, they’ve put in 
a long, busy, and popular summer 
dispensing entertainment to thou- 
sands and preventing many a 
parent from resorting to blunt 
instruments to handle their out- 
going offspring. 

The drive-in movie, once the 
butt of raucous jokes or the sub- 
ject of amused tolerance from in- 
door picture operators, is coming 
toward the end of one of the best 
years of its brief life. If there is 
any silver lining—cash box variety 
— to the dark clouds over Holly- 
wood’s best known industry, the 
“ozoners” or “airers,” as they're 
known to the trade, provide it. 


As an example, one night a 
few weeks ago, when “The Great- 
est Show On Earth” was the fea- 
ture attraction, one drive-in ad- 
mitted its capacity of 1000 cars, 
then turned away an additional 
1000. This, in spite of the fact 
that the cost of showing this film 
required a boost in adult prices 
and a charge for children who 
usually are admitted free. 


Nor are the drive-ins neces- 
sarily dependent on big name 
films. It’s true that they no long- 
er are the refuge of third-run 
grade Cs, but even when the bill 
is routine they do a brisk busi- 
ness because of the principal 
commodity they sell—an inex- 
pensive, something - for - everyone 
evening for the whole family, to 
which pop can wear his old 
clothes and ‘the kids are welcome. 

There are seven drive-ins in 
St. Louis County at the present 
time—the Manchester, Sixty-Six 
Park-In, Ronnie’s, North, Airway, 
Skyline, and St. Ann’s Four 
Screen —and all of them offer

such lures to the family trade as 
playgrounds with swings, slides, 
see-saws, merry-go-rounds, choo- 
choo trains, small fire engine 
trucks, refreshments in a dazzling 
and indigestible array, and such 
extra services as bottle warmers 
for the formula fed.

at Ronnie’s, on Lindbergh and 
Baptist Church roads, where 
Blacky the bear is an added at- 
traction, and witnessed a typical 
cycle from bedlam to bedtime, 
The theater opens at 6:30 and 
five minutes later, cars are are 
riving bumper-to-bumper and the 
playground is a somewhat chop- 
py sea of little faces. 


“This is nothing,” Roy Yates, 
the manager, who is also the ath- 
letic coach at Webster High 
School, told us as we sought out 
a small calm island for conversa- 
tion. “During the summer months, 
this is packed solid, with as many 
as 1000 children playing here at 
once.”

LAYGROUND time has been 
Preut down by the change from 

daylight saving time and the 
earlier starting hour of 7 p.m. for 
the picture, but at times during 
the summer, starting time is as 
late as 9:10 and the kids have a 
field day. 


Like most drive-in proprietors, 
Paul Krueger, head of the Fred 
Wehrenberg chain which operates 
Ronnie's, along with the Sixty- 
Six and North outdoor movie 
theaters, thinks playgrounds are 
the backbone of the business and 
is always on the alert for new 
ideas. He has some expert re- 
search assistance in this from his 
12-year-old son, Ronnie, for 
whom the drive-in was named. 
That added gimmicks pay off is 
evident by the fact that as many 
people called at the beginning of 
the season to see if Blacky was 
still playing at the drive-in— 
it’s the bear’s third season—as 
called to see what picture was 
playing. 

Drive-ins had their beginnings 
in Camden, N. J., in 1932, when 
Richard M. Hollingshead, an in- 
ventor and manufacturer put his 
16-mm projector on a stand in 
the driveway, erected a screen 
on supports and got in his car 
to see how it looked. It was 
obvious that vision was fine pro- 
vided there was no car in front. 
Hollingshead got busy and de- 
signed a fan-shaped terraced area 
with inclined ramps. He got a 
patent on the ramp idea, formed 
a corporation with his cousin, 
W. Warren Smith, and on June 7,

1933, opened the first drive-in 
with immediate success. 
Hollingshead later lost his 
patent in a series of court battles 
so has not reaped the millions 
his idea is bringing in, although 
he made some profit in the early 
days. Actually drive-ins did not 
multiply very fast. When World 
War II began there were fewer 
than 100 throughout the country, 
and during the man, material and 
motor car shortage era, they made 
little progress. But by 1947, there 
were 400, and at the beginning 
of this year, according to Film 
Daily, there were 4151 drive-ins, 
or 18 per cent of all film theaters. 
x *« * 


XHIBITORS who once laughed 
F ote drive-ins as just another 

fad doomed to the fate of midg- 
et golf don’t think it’s quite as 
funny any more, and those who 
do not own drive-ins are inclined 
to group them with such enemy 
alien pursuits as television and 
great books. 


The first St. Louis area drive- 
in was the Manchester, built 12 
years ago by Philip Smith, Mid- 
western pioneer of drive-ins. 
Smith also operates the Airway, 
along with several indoor theaters 
here and drive-ins in other cities. 
The next was the Sixty-Six drive- 
in, built by a Memphis man who 
operated it a few months and 
then sold to Wehrenberg. When 
Wehrenberg died, Krueger, his 
son-in-law, took it over. Ronnie's 
was the next drive-in to be built, 
then the North, Airway, Parker’s 
Skyline, and last, St. Ann’s, which 
is operated by Fanchon and 
Marco and has four screens and 
shows at various starting times. 
All the drive-ins have playgrounds 
and most of them try to have 
special features—a ferris wheel 
at the Airway, a steam train at 
St. Ann’s, etc. 

Krueger plans on building an- 
other drive-in at Lemay Ferry 
and Butler Hill roads next year. 
Drive-ins can be built, he points 
out, for as little as $75,000, al- 
though he estimates that he has 
invested $350,000 in Ronnie’s. He 


has, in addition, nine indoor thea- 
ters, but finds drive-ins more 
profitable. 


“The indoor theater has defi- 
nitely been hit by something,” he 
says, adding cautiously, “We 
don’t know what to put our finger 
on but we suspect it’s television.” 


Ray Parker, mayor of Brent- 
wood, who operates the Skyline 
drive-in, is of the opinion that 
TV helps the drive-in. 

“I believe it helps for this 
reason,” he says. “In the winter, 
all the good TV programs are on 
and people are cooped up in their 
living rooms. When spring comes, 
they want to get out of doors 
and they come out in great num- 
bers, even in mid March.” 


Parker, who has been in the 
theater business since he was 15 
years old, worked his way 
through school that way, and 
spent 17 years with Fanchon and 
Marco before going in business 
for himself. He also owns a se¢- 
ond drive-in at Mattoon, Ill. He 
thinks that, along with the appeal 
of the great out of doors, a 
potent draw is the drive-in’s 
come-as-your-are nature. 

“People don’t have to get 
dressed up,” he says. “A man 
can be in his old clothes working 
in the garden when the family 
suddenly decides to go to a movie 


,and they jump in the car and 


come over. I’ve seen whole fam- 
ilies in their pajamas and the 
kids are almost always in their 
pajamas if it’s late.”

ARKER estimates that 80 per 
Prent of his business is “family 

trade.” Most drive-in proprie- 
tors will tell you that they promote 
family harmony, as in the case of 
one couple who were on the verge 
of a break-up because the wife 
loved movies and the husband 
couldn't stand them. They solved 
the problem easily by going to a 
drive-in where the husband curls 
up in the back seat and goes to 
sleep. 

Drive-ins have other informal 
advantages. Inveterate smokers

don’t have to suffer until inter- 
mission time for a cigarette. 


For families with small babies, 
most drive-ins have bottle warm- 
ers in the concession area. The 
concession building—some are 
quite elaborate as is St. Ann's 
four-story one—are as necessary 
to the drive-in as playgrounds. 
Proprietor of the pop and pop- 
corn palace at Ronnie’s is Frank 
Myers who can quote you sales 
records on any of the four kinds 
of soda, milk, chocolate milk, four 
kinds of ice cream, snow cones, 
hotdogs, and popcorn sold. 


“On the night of July 4, 1951,” 
he says proudly, “we sold 2400 
boxes of popcorn and 120 pounds 
of wieners. Another night we 
sold 1400 snow cones.” 


On an average evening, he es- 
timates he sells 1000 boxes of 
popcorn, some of them jumbo 
family size containers, and 300- 
500 soft drinks. During mid- 
summer, 15 youngsters work for 
him; by late fall, he tapers off 
to seven. ‘ 

Teen-agers, good ‘céntession 
customers, provide drive-ins with 
their few problems. Necking is 
checked by a patrol officer who 
polices the grounds to make sure 
people are watching the movie 
and not engaging in real life 
dramas of their own. Often 
hardier teen-agers try to sneak in 
free by hiding in the trunk of 
a car, but drive-in managers are 
experts at detection. 


“You can tell if the back end 
of a car is weighted down more 
than is natural,” Yates says.

Begins to Unfold

OW the great theater’ of the outdoors is changing stage 
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morning comes but what it 

can be noticed. Over in the 

woods across the country 
road a single smal] sugar maple suddenly turns to orange and 
gold and we know that soon the hills will be aflame. One 
morning a hickory on a rocky hillside shows yellow as butter. 
Ash trees take on a purplish cast and the green of elm and 
sycamore begins to pale. The color becomes a symphony; the 
yellow and orange-red of sassafras, deep red of sumac, yellow 
of goldenrod and sunflower and blue of aster and lobelia all 
competing in the fencerows. Along the edges of the “fields, 
redbud and dogwood show yellow and dark red; and slowly 
behind them the oaks begin to turn. 


x xk * 


Actually there is no great mystery about this 
autumn change. As summer draws to a close, there is 
a band of small cells at the base of the leaf stem 
which starts to dry up and shrink. Eventually these 
will become so brittle that the leaf will float softly to 
the ground, But as these cells dry up, the tree begins 
to heal the scar that will eccur when the leaf breaks 
off; and a layer of cork-like tissue forms where the 
stem is attached to the twig. As this scar tissue 
toughens, it blocks the pipelines carrying sap into the 
leaf, which can now no longer carry out its function 
of gathering sunlight and sending it along into the 
main body of the plant to be processed into energy 
and growth. 
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@ THIS WE KNOW as photosynthesis; and when it stops, the 
green chlorophyll becomes isolated in the leaf and can no 
longer be renewed by circulation of the sap through the whole 
structure of the plant. Gradually the chlorophyll, which has 
been the dominant pigment throughout the summer, disappears 
and other chemicals take over in the leaf structure. In some, 
such as the maples and hickories, substances like carotin are 
present in large quantities, though their yellow coloration has 
been masked through the growing seasor’ by the green chloro- 
phyll. Now they take over to paint the drying leaves in tones 
ef orange and gold. ; 
er 2 Oe 
There is also a chemical explanation for the bril- 

tfint reds of sassafras, dogwood, red maple, and Vir- 

ginia creeper; the russet of oaks and the plum color 

of the ash, The leaf cells contain another substance 

which is a sugar in solution. This sugar has the 

peculiarity of taking on colors that depend on whether 

the sap of the plant is acid or alkaline and te what 

Gegree. Thus the ash, which tends toward alkalinity, 

produces a bluish cast in the leaf sugars, and the oak, 

which is relatively acid, turns these sugars to red. As 

the days pass and the leaf dries, its coloration becomes 

less intense and gradually turns to brown. The leaves 

drop, transpiration ceases, the tree or plant literally 

“locks up” its vital store of sap for the winter.

@ AUTUMN COLOR seems to depend little upon the weather, 
eithér the amount of moisture in the ground or lack of it, or 
the coming of frost. Although this has been the dryest sum- 
mer recorded in our Ozark country for perhaps 50 years, most 
of the trees survived. And when the process of hardening the 
band of cells at the base of the leaf stem begins, the rest fol- 
lows automatically.

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Downfall of Romanian Red ‘Queen

She probably thinks of what 
a short time ago it was that she 
was the most important woman in 
all Europe, with a private line, 
people said, to the Kremlin. She 
never denie4 or affirmed this. 

“But I can get in touch with 
Stalin,” she once said with a 
smug little smile, “if the occa- 
sion demands.” 

She held the title of Foreign 
Minister in Romania, but she ac- 
tually was the principal agent in 
the Balkans of the Russian gov- 
ernment. As senior member of 


‘the Romanian Politburo, she ran 


the lives of some 16,000,000 Ro- 
manians. It was said further that 
she shaped the pattern of thought 
and conduct for the 100,000,000 
persons who inhabit the eastern 
half of Europe. 


Her party followers cheered 
her as “tovarich Anny” when she 
appeared in public. Those not 
party followers were scared to 
death of her, and what they 
called her is not a matter of 
record. She was afraid of them 
too. She rode in a bulletproof 
limousine with bodyguards be- 
side her, and fore and aft were 
other bodyguards in bulletproof 
ears. At night she slept in a dif- 
ferent one of the several Bucha- 
rest palaces she called home. In 
one of them she sought sleep 
with her uneasy head on the same 
bed that had been occupied by 
another woman well-known in Ro- 
manian history—Magda Lupescu, 
who had achieved power in a dif- 
ferent sort of way.

UT now Ana is in disgrace. 
Bone wonders if she, like so 

many others, thought it could 
never happen to her. But she 
must have known it could happen 
to her. She had such examples 
before her as Maxim Litvinoff, 
once Soviet foreign minister, who 
until he died last year, had be- 
come only a shadow and a rumor 
since war days. Or poor Con- 
stantine Oumansky, Russian am- 
bassador, who tried to run away 
from Mexico when ordered back 
to Moscow, but who died when 
his plane crashed. Or Col. Igor 
Zabotin, who botched up the spy 
thing so badly in Canada and 
who was never seen again after 
they told him to come home.

Just when had it started? she 
might ask herself. Did it begin 
in May of this year when she was 
first publicly accused of rightist 
deviationism?

Her parents were humble peo- 
ple. Her father, Zvi Rabinsohn, 
was a shohet, one licensed by 
Rabbinic authority to kill animals 
in accordance with the Jewish 
law.

They say that Ana was pretty 
when she was young, which has 
been a little hard for those who 
observed her in later years to 
believe. She was tall and slender, 
with light brown hair, and she 
wanted to improve her station in 
life by becoming a doctor. 

But during her student days, 
when she was 17 years old, she 
fell in love with an ardent so- 
cialist mamed Steinberg. He 
seemed to have given her equal 
parts of revolutionary and roman- 
tic ideas. Then he married some- 
one else. Ana turned to political 
conspiracy for solace. 


She became so absorbed in 
politics that she neglected her 
studies. Also she was hard up 
financially, so she gave up her 
medical education and _ started 
teaching school for a living. She 
labored hard in the vineyards of 
what was known in those days as 
Bolshevism. 

She was first heard of in 1918 
when she was arrested for circu-

[asain Dictator Ion Antonescu 

and Peasant Party leader Juliu 
Maniu made a deal to trade her 
to the Russians in return for an 
anti-Communist prisoner. 


“Give them Ana Pauker,” An- 
tonescu is reported to have said. 
“After all, she is only a woman.” 


In due course they got their 
reward, Antonescu was executed 
by a firing squad in 1946, and in 
1947 Ana had Maniu sentenced to 
solitary confinement for life—for 
favoring the Marshall Plan. 

“In his old age,” Ana Pauker 
said, “Maniu deserves his rest.” 

Freed, Ana and her husband 
went to Russia and she was soon 
heard broadcasting over Soviet 
stations, attacking the Romanian 
government. She stayed in Rus- 
sia during the war, working like 


a beaver. She-became a Soviet 


citizen, an organizer and a leader. 
She wrote leaflets, made radio 
broadcasts, and promised more 
soup and shirts to the people of 
Romania, once they got “the peo- 
ple’s democracy.” When the war 
was over she marched into Ro- 
mania with the Russians, wearing 
A Russian officers’ uniform. 


By this time Ana was no longer 
any beauty. She was, as one cor- 
respondent described her, broad 
in beam. and bust. She had be- 
come slightly round-shouldered 
and chunky. She had washbasin 
hands. Her graying hair was cut 
in a square sort of mannish bob 
and pushed straight back. But 


. there was something impressive 


about her eyes, which were alert 
and expressive, and her voice, 
which was deep and confident. 

And she was brisk and extraor- 
dinarily dynamic. When young 
King Michael was compelled to 
make her foreign minister, she 
took the oath with a sinister little 
gleam in her eye and swore “al- 
legiance to my king.” One month 
and 23 days later, Michael was 
without a throne and without a 
country. 

But as far as the peinietry was 
concerned, she hadn’t even wait- 
ed until she was sworn in. The 
preceding night, all the ministry 
personnel, as they left their of- 
fices, had been herded into police 
vans and carted away to be 
searched for intriminating docu- 
ments. The next morning when 
those not still in jail came to 
work, they found their offices 
locked. She called on all hands 
to surrender keys, combinations 
and cash boxes. The purge con- 
tinued until, it was reported, the 
only original, pre-Pauker em- 
ployes left were the doormen. 


She then sent out an order 
summoning 160 ranking diplo- 
mats to come home and meet the 
new boss. But they were too 
cagey to be taken in like that. 
She got only 25 takers. The rest 
quit.

ITH her son, Vlad, and her 
Wino daughters, Marie and 

Tania, all grown now, Ana 
lived in three town houses in 
Bucharest, and in the summer at 
a lakeside villa. All the places 
were taken from their original 
owners by the Communists. 


The children were proud of 
their mother. She was pretty 
proud of herself. In answer to a 
protest once, from both the Brit 
ish and American governments, 
she replied, “We do not care 
whether you like it or not. Our 
people like this regime.” That 
was a sample of her diplomacy. 

In 1949 there was the business 
about the currency she deposited 
in Switzerland, but she seemed 
to have weathered that nicely. 
Then in May of this year things 
began to happen which must have 
made it clear to Ana that she, 
too, was to travel along that 
prepared path to disgrace. 

In a shakeup which involved 
not only her but also other key 
Communists, she was ousted from 
the Politburo, the political cabi- 
net of the Romanian Communist 
Party. But she still held her post 
as foreign minister. The change

reported she was so close to Sta- 
lin that she couldn't be budged 
without his assent.

On June 3, she was 
publicly criticized by a Commu- 
nist newspaper in Bucharest for 
encouraging rightist deviationism 
in former Finance Minister Vas- 
sili Lucca, one of those relieved, 
with her, of party posts. 


Ana, in accordance with what 
seems to be standard procedure 
in such cases, immediately ack- 
nowledged “some of her errors 
and has,” the newspaper report- 
ed, “pledged to fight for the de- 
fense of the party.” And the 
party, it said “has decided to 
help her see the origin of her 
deviations.” It added that her 
rightist deviations were closely 
linked with the fact that she 
lived “on the slope of aristoc- 
racy” and had “torn herself away 
from the masses.” 

But the very next day, Radio 
Bucharest accused her of being 
pro-capitalist and counter revolu- 


tionary, both virtually unforgiv- 
able in Soviet circles. The broad- 
cast gave credit for uncovering 
Ana's sins to Georghe Gheorghiu- 
Dej, who was named new pre- 
mier of Romania in June. 


Ana must have been bitterly 
amused by this. Georghe had 
been one of her hard-fighting 
comrades back in the days when 
they were struggling party work- 
ers. But recently they had been 
battling for control of the Red 
government in Romania, and it 
looked as though Ana couldn't 
make the weight. 
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HEN on June 8, they threw 
T the book at her. She was ac- 

cused of anti-party and anti- 
state activities, support of counter- 
revolutionary elements, suppres- 
sion of criticism, double-dealing 
opporttnism, neglect in the for- 
mation of new collective farms, 
tolerance toward large land own- 
ers, cultivation of unprincipled 
relations within the party leader- 
ship and a garb for personal pow-

er. Everything, in fact, but park-

On July 5, she was fired as 
foreign minister. In addition to 
the rather vague complaints listed 
above, she was charged with two 
specific “crimes.”

Nothing more was heard:about 
Ana until Sept. 12, when it was 
announced she had been fired 
from her last job, that of vice 
premier.

pilot will black out and, if condi- 
tions are not immediately reme- 
died, will die. 

Flight surgeons know this and 
so are directing their efforts to 
the design of suitable equipment 
for the preservation of the pilot 
in emergencies. 

Many approaches have been at- 
tempted. There is, for instance, 
the oxygen mask type of equip- 
ment which has been used up to 


altitudes of 43,000 feet. This is 
dependent on the pilot’s ability 
to breathe against a supplemental 
oxygen pressure of several pounds 
per square inch. 

Above 43,000 feet it is neces- 
sary to use a special partial- 
pressure suit and a mask. The 
pressure suit, in quite common 
use today by airmen, aids in 
breathing by pressing against a 
flyer’s chest to help him get oxy- 
gen from the mask. 

As used today, this type of suit 
handles the pressure problems 
by inflating in an emergency, 
producing pressure against the 
pilot's body through a rubber 
tube. With it a pilot can get 
out of a disabled plane and para- 
chute down safely while using the 
oxygen supply rn the mask.

N THE LAST YEAR or s0, Fl Jack, @ fictional cowboy, has become the 
hero of thousands of boys _— in West Germany. The creation of 
Kurt Selter, 33-year-old writer, Flying Jack is a composite of the Lone 
Ranger, Robin Hood and J..Edgar Hoover, plus some touches of Selter’s own. 

Flying Jack and his faithful stallion er, or Eagle, provide the focal 
point of what amounts to a juvenile social movement, somewhat like the Boy 
Scouts. It grew out of a two-year visit Selter made to Texas in the late 30s. 
There, he met a law enforcement officer named Jack Ryan, who seemed to 
be an inexhaustible reservoir of stories of the West. Ryan died in 1950, 
leaving Selter a voluminous collection of memoirs. From these and a stock 
of maps and other reference materials, Selter is making the Old West live 
again in paper-bound story books of Flying Jack’s adventures. German 
youngsters collect them as avidly as Americans do comic books.’ 

Making the most of the interest his books have generated, Selter has 
organized more than 200 Flying Jack Clans—clubs that engage in outings 
and games and, as more serious objectives, stress community service and 
individual good turns. Because German children now study English. from 
the first grade up, much of the Flying Jack Clans’ terminology is in English. 
Leader of each clan is the Foreman, and the head of each group of clans 
is the Sheriff. Selter’s quarters, where he signs all mail “Flying Jack,” is 


‘the Head Office. His rules provide that clans organized in other countries 


shall keep the English terminology. Membership is open to all, regardless 
of race, creed or political affiliation.

Stork,” it has carried’ 50,000 mothers to- 
and-from hospitals in 10 years. It’s an 
idea that could be used in other cities. 
@ Started early in World War II, when 
gas shortages made emergency transpor- 
tation hard to find, especially at night, 
the “Stork Delivery” has become a Brook- 
lyn institution. 


Sometimes It’s Free 


OTHERS-to-be often sign up for “The 


Roving agents of the Sterilized 
Diaper Service (also of Brooklyn) drop 
in on them and pass out certificates en- 
titling them to a free “Stork Delivery” 
ride as good will offerings to get their 
future diaper trade. Otherwise, there is a 
flat rate of $3 anywhere within Brooklyn, 
with higher rates for other boroughs.

Ripping off his 
shirt, Foley delivered the child, handed 
it to its new father, got back behind the 
wheel and reached the hospital shirtless.

Scientifically, it was a “dry run,” a prelimi- 
nary to a careful study. 

On a road near Raleigh, N. C., a party of 
psychologists and patrolmen set out to find 
out what you actually see (and don’t see) when 
the other fellow fails to dim his lights. 

@ For two nights, three test cars raced back 
and forth, passing each other at speeds up to 
45 mph., with lights often at “high beam.” 
@ In one car were officers of the North Caro- 
lina Highway Patrol and Highway Safety Di- 
vision. In the others were researchers from 
North Carolina State College, headed by Profs. 
D. J. Moffie and Howard Olson. 

With stopwatches and notebooks, they re- 
corded all they saw.~ 

’ And they made one surprising discovery: 

For years most drivers—and many experts 
—have thought: too-bright lights leave you 
blind so you can’t see after you pass a car. 
@ It is true that glare dims your eyesight, 
and some motorists may be blinded. 

@ But members of the test group—ranging in 
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age from 24 to 50-—surprisingly found: gla 
did not dim their eyesight nearly as much ¢ 
expected. In fact, they could all see the roa¢ 
with ease the instant the bright lights passec 
@ The real danger, they found, comes in th 
5 to 8 seconds before you meet an oncomin 
car that hasn't dimmed its lights. 

@ In those seconds you are looking into 
“glare-fog.” All road details ya in a grea 
blur of light. 
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USING A LIGHT-METER, Prof. Moffie meas 
ures headlight glare on Prof. Olson's face 
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to see past the test car ahead (see story). 
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our eyes after dark? 


These are the seconds in which you feel 
for your dimmer switch, grope for the edge of 
the road, hang on to the steering wheel... 
and hope! - 

@ To try to help you see through this fog, the 
research party made two tests (see photos). 

TEST 1: At the very edge of the pavement, 
they planted a row of glittering little “cat’s- 
eye” reflectors. : 

Driving toward these, they could see easily

to steer through the glare! The reflectors 
shone through like small beacons, clearly out- 
lining the road. 
TEST 2: To a test car the researchers then 
attached a small, bright “beacon light.” 
This was a tiny electric lamp. It was clipped 
to the left rear fender, facing forward, so it 
could be seen by drivers of oncoming cars. 
This, too, served as a guide-light, plainly 
visible through the glare. 
It, too, gave them something to steer by! 
® From this it appears that highway engi- 
neers in your state might remove much of 
the strain of night driving by using more re- 
flectors in the pavement or close to it. 
® And Test No. 2 raised the question: 
Would your automobile be safer if it had 
tiny lights, or reflectors, on its sides (perhaps 
even on its top)? 
@ There are good indications that it would. 


- At Iowa State College, another psychologist, 


Prof. A. R. Lauer, has found that reflectors 
make trucks and cars easier to see and pass. 


Surprise on a One-Way Road 


UT WHAT ABOUT those one-way highways 
B that would eliminate all glare? 

If you think the idea is impractical, take 
a ride some night on New York State’s, fine 
Taconic Parkway, a main route to Canada. 

Several years ago the forward-looking park- 
way commission proposed to make part of the 
highway two separate l-way roads. 

They ran into a storm of objection: 

@ “It can’t be done. We've never done it,” 
opponents protested. “It would cost too much.” 

But the commission, and New York State’s 
highway engineers, went ahead and did it. 
For 25 miles the 4-lane parkway split into two 
roads: one northbound, one southbound. 

These were really separate roads, not just 
divided pavements. For miles they wound 
through the mountains at different levels. 

Even where they were built on the same level 
they were located many yards apart — and 
screened by trees. 

And the engineers found: across the hilly 
terrain it was actually cheaper to build two 
2-lane roads than one 4-lane road! 

Tonight, thousands of motorists will breathe 
more easily when they come to these safe, 
l-way highways. The only lights they will see 
are the tail-lights of cars ahead. 

True, it does cost more to maintain two 
roads, but the extra cost is worth it if only a 
single $100,000 accident each year can be pre- 
vented—because we all pay for those accidents!

A Clue to What’s Wrong 


T'S ONE of the newest and most 
| promising discoveries in modern 

medical practice. 

By listening to the noises and 
watching the lines, and then corre- 
lating this information with clinical 
examination, doctors can diagnose 
ailments more quickly and accu- 
rately than in the past. 

Research now being carried on at 
the University of Illinois College of 
Medicine, with the cooperation of 
doctors and specialists ,. is showing 
Surprising results. 

@® An 8-year-old boy whose elbow 
had been broken and set found that 
he could no longer extend his wrist. 

Electromyographic tests revealed 
that the nerve controlling the wrist 


muscle was being pressed by a frag- 
ment of bone. An operation restored 
the use of his wrist. 
@ A 59-year-old man, after an op- 
eration in the pelvic region, found 
it hard to use his knee muscle. 

Surgeons first thought it would be 
necessary to operate again to repair 
the nerve. Electromyography re- 
vealed that the nerve, although 
damaged, would recover. 

Physicians have long employed 
electrical tracings (usually by pen 
and ink) of nerve currents to aid 
them in diagnosing muscle ailments 
in polio and other diseases. 

A more exact method was needed. 
A team made up of Drs. H. Worley 
Kendell and Arthur A. Rodriquez

YOUR MUSCLES ‘TALK’ 


(professors of physical medicine 
and rehabilitation at Illinois), and 
James L. Murphy and H. W. Pavela 
of the Armous Research Foundation 
of the Illinois Institute of Tech- 
nology, tackled the project. 

“Our big problem,” says Dr. Rodri- 
quez, “was to develop an effective 
and economical program of rehabili- 
tation for the thousands of patients 
aMlicted with polio, nerve injuries, 
spinal injuries, strokes, muscular 
dystrophy and so on. 

“As a result of more accurate as- 
sessment of muscle health, we can 
better plan our treatment.” 

The research team developed an 
electromagnetic tape recorder which 
soon may permit doctors to perma- 
nently record muscle sounds. These 
recordings could be sent to medical 
centers where specialists would in- 
terpret them and report to the at- 
tending physician. 


What Muscles ‘‘Say’”’ 


USCLES “‘talk” by means of tiny 

M charges of electricity which 
accompany any movement. 

> Doctors find that a normal, 
healthy muscle gives off a steady 
beat like the thump of a drum. 
> But a paralyzed muscle sounds 
like the high-pitched clicking of an 
angry woodpecker. A muscle recoy- 
ering from nerve injury gives off a 
rough, squeaking sound. 
>» Other conditions have their own 
tell-tale “sound” signatures. 
>» By analyzing such sounds, doctors 
can tell just how badly injured mus- 
cles may be—or how rapidly they’re 
responding to treatment. 

Said one doctor recently: “We've 
needed a tool iike this for years. Now 
that we have it, rehabilitation of pa- 
tients should definitely be easier.”

AN FREE MEN beat the Reds 
to the top of the world? 
Some time this fall, a 
party of brave Swiss climb- 
ers once again will tackle the 
ascent of 29,002-foot Mt. Everest. 
It will be the latest in a series of 
attempts that began 30 years ago 
—~and for the free world it may 
be the last. 
@ But meanwhile, in Communist 
Tibet, on the other side of the 
giant Peak, Reds are reported 
planning their own climb. If the 
Swiss fail, will the Reds succeed? 
@ If they do, it: will be because 
they find a way to overcome an 
invisible barrier at 28,000 feet— 
a barrier that has turned back 
other parties in the past. 
@ At 28,000 feet, thin air produces 
a drunken effect on the mind and 
body of man. The result is a de- 
ceptive feeling of well-being.. 
Climbers who reach it say they 
feel “magnificent”; yet they may 
be close to collapsing. 
@ Many heroic men have been 
beguiled to their death by this 
feeling. Wiser ones—like Raymond 
Lambert and Bhotia Tensing, a 
Sherpa chief — have turned back

with victory in sight. 
Lambert and Tensing, a mem- 


‘ per of the Nepalese tribe which 


furnishes porters for climbs, 
reached 28,215 feet last May 28. 

Lambert, who along with the 
Sherpa chief is part of the pres- 
ent expedition, admitted he felt 
“magnificent” when he turned 
back. But he had lost his toes on 
earlier Alpine climbs. He knew 
when he was licked. 


The Supreme Limit 


HE LATE Frank Smythe, a 

climber in the 1933 expedi- 

tion, said: “The bitterness of 
my defeat was mercifully dulled 
by altitude. At 28,000 feet, the 
brain is incapable of registering 
strong emotion.” 

And Eric Shipton, who has been 
to Everest more than any living 
man, says: “It is clear that at 
28,000 feet the human body is 
reaching—or perhaps has reached 
—the supreme limit of what it 
can do without oxygen. Climbing 
Everest’s upper heights is like a 
sick man climbing in a dream.” 

Shipton has been named to lead 
a British expedition up the moun- 


~~ 


tain next spring. However, recent 


»- political changes in Nepal 


(through which the climbers 
must go) indicate that it may be 
many years before another West- 
ern nation will be permitted to 
enter the kingdom. 

Although it is unusual to tackle 
Mt. Everest after the monsoons, 
the Swiss are confident. The rea- 
son: they have new oxygen equip- 
ment which is lighter and gives 
the climber a steady flow of oxy- 
gen while he is in motion. 

@ One other factor may tell in 
the race between East and West. 


-The Reds will have to climb the 


northern slopes which have de- 
feated so many expeditions in the 
past. The Swiss will be using once 
more ‘the southern passes which 
they tried for the first time in 
history last spring. :
